PROHIBITION WINS A VICTORY. 


Federal Judge Dismlstee Petition At- 


tacking Georgia Law. 


Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 25.—State prohi 


bition won a.' victory In the United 
States circuit court yesterday when 
a decision was handed down by Judge 
W. T. Newman dismissing a petition 
attacking the constitutionality of the 
Georgia prohibition law. Judge New 
man did not pass upon the const!tu 
tionality of the law, but dismissed the 
petition on the ground of nonjurlsdic 
tion, holding that it was a matter for 
the state courts, and could reach the 
federal courts only by a writ of error 
from the state supreme court. 


There is an interesting history at- 


tached to the Christmas stamps which 
are being sold by the Red Cross so- 
ciety for tho benefit of the fund with 
which the society is carrying on its 
campaign against the white plague. 


Although tho recent use of these 


charity stamps has been copied from 
Europe the idea originated in America 
and is essentially a property of the Red 
Cross society, for in Boston at the fair 
of the sanitary commission held dur- 
ing the civil war these stamps were 
first sold, tho proceeds going toward 
the work of the commission among 
wounded soldiers. The Red Cross so- 
ciety was itself an outcome o£ the 
sanitary commission, which sold the 
first stamps. 


H was not until thirty years latei 


that the idea was used in Europe. In 
1892 Portugal produced the first prl 
vate stamps for the Red Cross. Some 
of these stamps, called"service stamps 
were permitted to be used for actua 
postage. 


Many other countries followed Port-, 


ugal in the use of charity stamps for 
obtaining funds with which to fight 
disease or famine and to advance the 
welfare 
of society 
In other ways. 


Switzerland, Australia, Great Britain, 
Uruguay, France, 
Spain, Denmark, 


Norway, Sweden, Russia, Argentine, 
Austria, Finland, Germany, Italy, Ba- 
den, 
Bavaria, Zeelaud, The Nether 


lands, Poland and Roumania have wel- 
comed the charity stamp. 


In some countries the stamps were 


Issued as postage, which would actu- 
ally carry mail, while at other times 
thoy were purely charity stamps, such

The Swedish National Anti-Tubercu- 


losis association .was the first to Usq 
the stamps 
for fighting the white 


plague. Although tho stamps, which 
were printed by the association, were 
not considered as postage, permission 
was obtained from the government to 
sell the stamps through the postofflces. 
Tho stamps were affixed to the ad- 
dressed side of -letters, parcels and 
post cards, and were stamped accord- 
ng to the exigency of the work at the 
lost'offlce. 


Norway and Denmark granted sim- 


lar poBtofflce privileges for the sale 


Df the stamps. The association paid 
or all expenses connected with the 
jtamps, and also gave ten per cent 
commission on their sale to the post- 
office clerks. The sale was greater 
during Christmas and New Years, but 
continued throughout the year. There 
were 6,675,000 stamps 
sold in' 1904. 


The second stamp issued by the Swed- 
sh Tuberculosis association bore the 
picture of King Oscar II. The stamp 
was sold two years later with gold

drlck. of Denver, has established a 
reservation on which he will rear wild 
•beasts for market. He plans to sell 
the animals to the states that are ac- 
tively engaged In the preservation of 
wild game, but he does not intend to 
confine himself to this single source 
of demand. 
He believes that even 


were there no states Interested in pro- 
ducing game the general market would 
warrant the founding or this novel 
reservation. 


H was at the suggestion of Dr. Will- 


lam T. Hornaday. of the New York 
Zoological society, and other noted 
naturalists that Mr. Keudrlck estab- 
lished the preserve, which will be con- 
ducted by an association known as the 
Kendrick Pheasantrles and Wild Game 
association. 


For several years the founder of the 


new enterprise has 
maintained a 


pheasant exhibit at the city park in 
Denver, expending for that purpose 
several thousand dollars of his own 
money each year. It was his love for 
and siirpasslng knowledge of birds that 
nspired him to start the wild game 
preserve, on which many thousand! 
of pheasants will be raised each year 
lor the market. 


For the first few yc-ars only animals 


that Inhabit North America will be 
raised, but In time lions, tigers and 
even elephants will be supplied for 
:he market. At present the farm will 
be stocked with deer, elk, antelope, 
buffalo, mountain goats, bears, etc. 


The association has bought 
1,600 


acres of land nine miles south of Den- 
ver. A lake fifty acres in area will 
supply the water, as will also 
the 


Platte river, 
which 
flows 
through 


Skeleton farm, as a part of the tract 
purchased is known. 


An electric line now runs near by, 


and It is expoctetl that the reserva- 
tion will become as much of a resort 
for sightseers as is the famous ostrich 
farm near Los Angeles. 


"It requires no more feed to pro- 


duce one pound of buffalo or elk than 
the same of cattle and sheep," said 
Mr. Kendrick, "while the care and pro- 
tection in housing are less, and the 
prices are high either on the foot or 
the butcher's block. Buffalo meat re- 
tails at from 50 cents to ?1 a pound; 
elk meat brings nearly as much, and 
venison sells at 
about 
half 
these 


prices. The association will not lack 
a good market at good- prices, even if 
all its product be not taken by zoolog- 
ical parks or <;ame preserves." 


Mr. Kendrick has been invited by 


the United States government to send 
to the national chemist the body of 
any bird t>r animal that has died of a 
disease with which ho Is not familiar, 
and the government agrees to send 
him -without cost a full description of 
the disease and its cure.

James Corrigan, Who Had Struggle 


With Rockefeller, is Dead. 


Cleveland. O., Dec. 25.—-James 


Corrigan. 79 years old, who had a 
bitter financial struggle with John 
D. Rockefeller about fifteen years 
ago and who since has wrested mil- 
lions from ore. coal, vessel, and fur- 
nace industries, died here yesterday 
from the effects of an operation for 
appendicitis. 


Mr. Corrigan was the leading mem- 


ber of the firm of Corrigan, McKin- 
ney & Co., iron ore and pig iron, and 
•was president of three Pennsylvania 
furnace coarpanles. When the hard 
times of tlft early '90s came Corri- 
gan went t* Jokn D. Rockefeller for 
financial assistance and Rockefeller 
bought Corrlgan's Standard Oil stock 
at $168 a share. Within a month it 
•was selling for ?1S5. Corrigan. sued 
Rockefeller, claiming the oil mag- 
nate knew the stock must go up, and 
that as trustee should have put him 
in possession of these facts. 


The case, which received national 


attention, went to the highest courts 
and Corrigan lost. 
It was these 


suits, it is claimed, that caused an 
entrangement between the brothers, 
Frank and John D. Rockefeller.

would be sent on an afternoon train. 
When the box arrived containing the 
pear trees it had so much the appear- 
ance of a coffin case that the party 
took charge. The negroes carried the 
box to the home of relatives and sat 
np, sang and prayed all night. 


The word was out that the body was 


terribly slashed by the woman's as- 
sailant and for that reason the box 
was not opened. At the hour for the 
funeral the colored pastor 
had his 


text: "By their fruits ye shall know 
them." Pail-bearers, mourners and at-
